But the experience brought home to the 
Prewers the vital work of the hospital's chil¬ 
dren's unit and they wanted to give something 
back. 

Now Mr Prewer, with the help of his 
employer, estate agent Stanbra Powell, has

Dial-a-ride 
stop review 

■ BANBURY: A proposal to 
provide a stop for Dial-a-Ride 
users in the town centre is 
being reviewed after the 
service was cut back. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council is looking again at 
the plan for a stop in Bridge 
Street. 

It said conflicts between 
Dial-a-Ride and regular 
services had "subsided" since 
the number of Dial-a-Ride 
buses was cut. 

The number of buses in 
Cherwell district has been 
reduced from up seven each 
weekday to up to two. 

It came after councils cut 
funding to the service, which 
provides door-to-door lifts for 
OAPs and the disabled. 

Car parking 
is approved 

■ BANBURY: Plans for a 
temporary car park for 149 
spaces at Banbury Station 
have been approved by 
planners. 

Cherwell District Council 
this month gave a three-year 
permission for the spaces on 
land opposite the station.

■ Banbury School has best year as it prepares to become academy 

School celebrates 
record GCSE year

PUPILS celebrated years of hard work 
when they opened their GCSE results, 
with some schools reporting their best 
ever year. 

They included Banbury School's Catlin 
Ryman, who landed six As and four Bs. 

The Easington resident will now take A- 
Levels in biology, chemistry, geography and 
English literature at the school. 

She said: "I have loved it. It is so friendly, 
the atmosphere is great and the teachers are 
really helpful." 

The proportion of pupils getting five or 
more GCSEs, including English and maths, 
was 51 per cent, up from 40 and 44 in 2010 
and 2011. 

The school will become an academy - 
which are free from council control - in 
September, and will be renamed Banbury 
Academy. 

Executive principal Dr Fiona Hammans 
said: "It's an excellent end to the last 45 
years of education as Banbury School. 

"We start this next phase as Banbury 
Academy with the challenge for our current 
students to do even better." 

Emilee Bignall got four Bs, two Cs and 
four Ds and will retake her E in maths and D 



in English as part of plans to train as a mid¬ 
wife. 

She said: "They were what I was expect¬ 
ing. I really enjoyed myself at the school." 

Tom Bolton-King is looking for a career in 
conservation after getting five A*s and six Bs. 

The pupil from Cherwell Heights said: "It 
is a very friendly atmosphere, they are very 
supportive, they will try everything they can 


to get you through." Easington's Jessica 
Austin, who got five Bs, an A and four Cs, 
said: "I feel good because I passed, so I am 
really happy about that." 

Kiera Sumner is to take a hairdressing 
qualification at Oxford & Cherwell Valley 
College to follow her mum into the profes¬ 
sion. 

The 16-year-old, who got seven Cs and 
three Ds, said: "I have been around hair¬ 
dressing most of my life, it is something I 
have always wanted to do." 

The proportion of North Oxfordshire 
Academy pupils hitting the key GCSE score 
was up 10 percentage points to 59 per cent 
this year. And this was up from 84 to 93 per 
cent for those getting five or more A*-Cs in 
any GCSE subject. 

Principal Sara Billins said: "We are 
thrilled with these results which are a signif¬ 
icant improvement on last year's. 

"This demonstrates the rigour and ambi¬ 
tion that we have as a school." 

At Bloxham's Warriner School, the A*-C 
including English and maths pass rate fell 
slightly, from 67 to 66 per cent. 

But those getting five or more GCSEs in 
any subject rose from 72 to 74 per cent. 

The results for Blessed George Napier 
Catholic School and Sports College were not 
available at the time of going to press.

golf day. He said: "Only after the 
event do you look back and see how 
serious it was. 

"Naturally it is always in the back 
of your mind, the worst-case sce¬ 
nario. 

"Only afterwards you realise it 
could have been serious and had a 
horrendous ending." 

The Middleton Cheney couple 
noticed something was wrong when 
they were bathing Finnley in 
December last year. 

"We got him out and his skin was 
very pale. We took him up to the 
hospital. 

"They said it was a virus but they 
double checked with the children's 
ward and within about 20 minutes 
he was taken back and drips were 
going into him. 

"It was amazing how quickly it 
happened." 

The tot was treated with Calpol 
and painkillers and kept in for two 
days, during which the Prewers said 
they were helped massively by staff. 

Estate agent Mr Prewer said: 
"They were superb, they looked 
after him so well. 

"They were very caring and pro¬ 
fessional, constantly updating us 
about what was going on, reassuring 
us. You knew you were in safe 
hands." 

Now Finnley is a healthy, happy 
10-month-old and the family hope 
the golf day will be an annual event.

MORE applications have been flooding in for cash 
from the charitable arm of the Banbury Cake's par¬ 
ent company. 

Once again the Gannett Foundation is giving away up to 
£10,000 to charitable causes across Oxfordshire.

A STALWART of the 1990s 
'Madchester' music scene has 
revealed how a chance meeting 
in a Banbury rehearsal room 
helped set Radiohead on their 
way to stardom. 

When you think of Oxfordshire 
rock stars, Thom Yorke and 
Radiohead immediately spring to 
mind. 

But not so many people are 
aware that Tom Hingley, former 
frontman for Oldham band Inspiral 
Carpets, was also educated in 
Abingdon, at Larkmead School. 

He has now told his life story in 
his autobiography, Carpet Burns, 
which details his journey from 
Larkmead to a memorable Reading 
Festival performance in 1990 in 
front of 80,000 fans. 

Now 47 years old and a visiting 
lecturer at Salford University, the 
father-of-four grew up in Frilford 
near Abingdon, the seventh child of 
an Oxford don. 

He parted company with Inspiral 
Carpets last year but still tours with 
his new band The Lovers. 

He flunked his A-levels at 
Larkmead School in 1983 and had 
to re-sit them before leaving for 
Manchester to take a degree in 
English literature at Manchester 
Polytechnic. 

After getting a job at the 
Hacienda nightclub, Mr Hingley 
auditioned as lead singer for the 
Inspiral Carpets in 1989 and went 
on to tour the globe with the band. 

Mr Hingley said: "The book took 
me three years to write and it's a 
love letter to the band. 

"I started out singing when I was 
a kid in the choir in the village 
church in Marcham and got paid 
25p every three months in a brown 
envelope, which gave me the idea 
that you could get paid for singing. 

"My dad Ronald Hingley was an 
Oxford don who translated 
Chekhov while my brother Richard 
is a professor of archaeology at 
Durham University. 

"Mum lives in Didcot and I love 
coming back to Oxfordshire. I 
always get a good feeling when I go

Former Oasis singer 
Noel Gallagher was a roadie for 
Inspiral Carpets and Mr Hingley once 
gave career advice to On A Friday, 
the band that became Radiohead. 

Mr Hingley said: "I have always 
said that Noel would not have had 
the career he has had without work¬ 
ing for the Inspirals and I think he 
has now acknowledged that. 

"And we were in a rehearsal 
room in Banbury at the beginning of 
the 1990s when On A Friday turned 
up. 

"They showed me a recording 
contract and I advised them to try to 
retain as much artistic control as 
possible."

Concerns raised on 
day centre price rise

COUNCIL chiefs have 
admitted plans to increase 
day centre charges by up to 
150 per cent could force 
older people to stay at 
home. 

A county council report on 
proposals to increase the cost 
from £10 to up to £25 per ses¬ 
sion has accepted the risk that 
some users could be priced out 
by increased session costs and 
higher fees for transport. 

The proposals suggest users 
are charged £3 per hour for 
attending sessions up to five 
hours, £5 for lunch and £5 for 
transport. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
runs Banbury Day Centre, in 
Britannia Road, as well as 
Oxford Options Resource and 
Wellbeing Centre, Abingdon 
Resource and Wellbeing 
Centre, Bicester Resource and 
Wellbeing Centre, Didcot Day 
Centre, Wallingford Day 
Centre and Wantage Day 
Centre. 

A report said: "The impact 
could be a reduction in the 
number of people electing to 
attend day centres because of 
the change in their transport 
arrangements, which would 
impact the business plans and 
future viability of those day 
centres." 

It comes after a consultation

on the plans was extended after 
pressure from opposition coun¬ 
ty councillors. 

The county council is asking 
people to submit their views on 
the proposals. 

But opposition councillors 
complained that consultation 
documents were not available 
online, which prompted the 
extension. 

According to an impact 
report, day centres in the coun¬ 
ty have more than 2,700 
spaces, and the council said 
456 responses to the consulta¬ 
tion had been received so far. 

Council spokesman Martin 
Crabtree said the authority had 
gone directly to centre users 
and asked for their views but 
the consultation would now be 
extended until October. 

Councillor Richard Stevens, 
who raised concerns about the 
consultation, said: "I think it's 
important that people take the 
extra time to have their say." 

Users of the day centres pay 
£10 per session, including an 
82p charge for transport, and 
£5 for lunch. 

Mr Crabtree said: "The cost 
of attending a resource centre 
is currently £4.18 per session. 
An increase in the cost of the 


provision of council-provided 
transport from 82p to £5 is also 
being consulted upon as part of 
this process. 

"The consultation exercise is 
seeking views on the proposed 
increases in these charges in 
the future. 

"The increases only apply to 
people who are not currently 
eligible for social care. Those in 
greatest need and who cannot 
afford to pay will have their 
care funded by the council." 

Day centre user Bernard 
Bovingdon, 76, attends 
Bicester Resource Centre, and 
said any fee increase should 
not be heaped on users all at 
once. 

He said: "I think it's impor¬ 
tant that the new charges are 
phased in, and I think the 
council is waking up to that. 

"The other debate is about 
the cost of transport. Charging 
82p is not sustainable in this 
day and age, but some of the 
people who live close to the 
centres don't feel they should 
have to pay £5 to get picked 
up. 

"But I think everyone should 
pay the same, that's the only 
fair way to do it." 

After the consultation ends 
on October 31, a decision will 
be made and changes will be 
implemented next April.

POLICE have admitted they 
have no widespread evi¬ 
dence that CCTV solves 
crimes. 

Thames Valley Police said it 
would have to go through each 
crime recorded on CCTV to see 
if cameras helped catch the cul¬ 
prit. 

The force operates 52 cam¬ 
eras from Banbury Police 
Station, as well as 92 from 
Abingdon, 53 from Oxford and 
54 from Witney. 

A force report said: "TVP's 
systems do not readily enable a 
large-scale analysis of the con¬ 
tribution CCTV makes to solv¬ 
ing crime." 

It said a sample review of 
town centre fights showed 
CCTV "seems to contribute to 
detecting violent crime in a sig¬ 
nificant minority of cases". 

Critics said the force had to 
do more to convince the public 
that the 251 county cameras are 
catching crooks. 

The camera running costs 
were £330,000 last year. 

Chief Superintendent Tim De 
Meyer said the force recorded 
where CCTV played a role in a 
crime. 

He said: "However, solving 
crime is complicated and 
involves a number of other fac¬ 
tors such as eyewitness and 
forensic evidence. 

"Therefore, to assess the con¬ 
tribution of CCTV, we have to 
look at things case by case and 
assess all the evidence. 

"CCTV plays an important 
role in detecting town centre

crime such as alcohol-related 
violence". 

The force can "quickly spot 
trouble before it gets out of 
hand" and uses cameras to 
monitor major events such as 
football matches, he said. 

Big Brother Watch campaign 
group deputy director Emma 
Carr said there was "no credible 
evidence" that CCTV cut crime. 

She said: "In too many cities 
across the country every street 
corner has a camera but the 
sight of a police officer is rare. 

"Surveillance is an important 
tool in modern policing but it is 
certainly not a substitute for 
actual policing." 

And No CCTV group 
spokesman Charles Farrier 
branded TVP's claim that CCTV 
combats a "significant minority" 
of crimes as "weak". 

He said: "No wonder they 
shy away from an analysis of the 
contribution Thames Valley 
Police cameras make to solving 
crime - they know they'd get 
the wrong answer." 

The force hit headlines last 
year when it turned down a 
Freedom of Information request 
for figures on three cameras 
installed in East Oxford in 2009. 

Bosses said it would cost too 
much to respond to our request 
for how many crimes they had 
helped solve. 

The force is to cut officer 
numbers by 400 to 4,034 by 
March 2015 and its backroom 
staff by 459 to 2,541.

E ARLIER this month, he was 
playing to 80,000 cheering 
fans at the Olympic closing 
ceremony celebration. 

Now he is embarking on 
something he insists is even more 
exciting - hosting his own festival. 

His band Blur may have played 
their last gig, but for Alex James 
there is no time to rest. 

The bass player-turned-gentleman- 
farmer-and-cheesemaker is hard at 
work preparing to once again open 
up his West Oxfordshire farm to 
thousands of festival-goers for a 
weekend-long celebration of music 
and food. 

And he can't wait for it to 
happen. 

"Hyde Park was the perfect 
celebration of a glorious British 
summer/' he says. 

"To play music with my friends in 
front of an 80,000-strong London 
crowd was just amazing. But this is 
what I'm thinking about now." 

Up to 20,000 people are 
expected at his farm near Kingham, 
on Saturday and Sunday for his Big 
Feastival, which will be presented 
by celebrity chef Jamie Oliver. 

And while Blur bandmates 
Damon, Graham Coxon and Dave 
Rowntree are unlikely to make an 
appearance, the farm will play host 
to some pretty big names, with 
Paloma Faith, Razorlight, Texas, 

Gaz Coombes and Guillemots, 
Noisettes, Sister Sledge, Producers 
and The Cuban Brothers all lined 
up to play. 

But music is only a part of what 
The Big Feastival is about, he says. 

"This is all about good food too," 
he tells me over bottles of beer and 
chunks of his own chilli cheese, on 
the 200 acre-dairy farm he shares

with his wife Claire, and their five 
children Geronimo, Artemis, 
Galileo, Sable and Beatrix. 

So there will also be cooking 
demos from Jamie Oliver, Theo 
Randall, Simon Rogan, Bruno 
Loubet, Valentine Warner and 
Gennaro Contaldo. Joining them 
will be Emily Watkins, executive 
chef at Alex's local, The Kingham 
Plough - holder of the Good Pub 
Guide's County Dining Pub of the 
Year award. 

Even the host will be showing off 
his culinary skills. 

For a foodie and musician like 
Alex, it's a stellar line-up. 

"It's great," he says. "I've known 
Gaz for years and is a good old 
Oxford boy. Sister Sledge are 
familiar faces and the Noisettes are 
brilliant. But I'm also keen to have 
new musicians involved. There is 
so much new music in Britain. 

"There are a lot of festivals but a 
lot are a bit meaningless; I want 
this to be special." 

The Big Feastival is not the first 
celebration of food and music to be 
hosted by Alex. Last year, the star 
opened his gates to Harvest, which 
saw the likes of KTTunstall, The 
Kooks, Athlete and The Futureheads 
playing to thousands. Unfortunately, 
the company organising the event, 
Big Wheel Promotions, collapsed 
owing debts of £1 m, including 
more than £57,000 to local firms. 

Commotion, which raises money 
for Kingham Primary School helped 
out at the festival, and was also 
owed money which left it unable to 
pay for its music teacher. 

A rescue concert headlined by 


Oxford jazz-swing group The 
Original Rabbit Foot Spasm Band 
was supported by Alex, who 
introduced the acts and personally 
matched all money raised. 

This summer's event, which will 
raise funds and awareness for The 
Jamie Oliver Foundation, is being 
organised by a different company, 
Brand Events, which has a proven 
track record of staging successful 
food events around the world. 

"This is a completely different 
thing," says Alex. 

"Harvest made me realise it's 
something that could be amazing. 

It had a lovely atmosphere and I 
enjoyed it. And we realised the way 
forward was to come back with 
this. And this time the organisers 
really know what they are doing. 

"The only thing you can do is 
move on and be brilliant!" 

"We've learned a lot from last 
year and I am so thankful that 
we've managed to persuade Jamie 
to get involved. 

"He did the Big Feastival in 
London last year, but also wanted 
to do it in the countryside and this 
is an amazing site." 

He is looking forward to getting 
back together with Jamie, who also 
happens to be a keen drummer. 

"We felt we had the same 
audience," he adds. "We've got a 
lot in common, We've played 
together, we've both got kids; he's 
got four and I've got five. 

"Together we thought we could 
pull off a pretty spectacular food 
and music weekend."
